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Three men 
released under 
investigation 
after man found 
dead in ditch

THE three men arrested by police on 
suspicion of the kidnap and murder 
of a Wigan man found in 
Skelmersdale have been released 
under investigation. 

Christopher Hughes, 37, was found 
dead off White Moss Road South in 
Skelmersdale on Tuesday, February 
22. 

Mr Hughes was found by a dog 
walker in a ditch and he had suffered 
multiple injuries. 

Two men, aged 48 and 51, had been 
arrested on suspicion of kidnap and 
murder. 

A 29-year-old man was also arrested 
on suspicion of conspiracy to kidnap 
and murder. The three men have now 
been released under investigation. 

Shortly after 4.30pm on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 18, a member of the public 
reported seeing a man being forced 
into the back of a vehicle on Almond 
Grove in the Worsley Hall area of 
Wigan. 

An investigation was launched and 
officers established that this was 
likely to be Mr Hughes. 

A post mortem has concluded he 
died as a result of multiple serious 
injuries. 

Christopher’s mum, Susan, has paid 
tribute to him, saying: “The family of 
Chris wish everyone to respect their 
privacy at this difficult time and are

Urgent appeals launched 
to help those displaced by 
the conflict as residents 
offer rooms to refugees

PEOPLE of West Lancashire have shown their 
support for Ukraine following Russia’s invasion 
of the country with offers of help for those who 
have been forced to flee their homeland. 

As Lancashire County Council illuminated its 
offices in blue and yellow to show solidarity for 
Ukraine, the local authority said it would support 
any government resettlement scheme for refugees. 

So far nearly 200,000 people - mostly woman and 
children have crossed the borders into Poland, Hun- 
gary and Romania. 

Residents in the borough have been donating to 
urgent appeals to help Ukraine while others have 
promised to accommodate refugees from the coun- 
try in their homes. 

One man who has offered to help is Bernie Webster 
from Burscough who has offered to give up a spare 
room at his home free of charge to shelter at least 
two Ukrainian refugees if they come to Lancashire. 


County Hall in Preston lit in the colours of the Ukrainian flag as a woman and child flee the country. 


Mr Webster has written to MP Rosie Cooper and 
council leaders and stated that there could be 
refugees in the millions fleeing the conflict and that 
he would post his offer on social media with the 
hope it may encourage others to offer help. 

The letter states: “If it raises enough support, I 
hope you will be able to send word to those fleeing 
violence that not only are they welcomed, we are 
asking them to come so we can put into practice 
what we say and that these are not empty words. 

“If they get that message and know it to be genu- 
ine, then it may give some solace to the men and 
women remaining to fight.” 

West Lancashire Borough Council issued a state- 
ment to people from Ukraine living in the borough 
saying “our thoughts are with our Ukrainian resid- 
ents and their families and friends back home at this 
very distressing time.” 

Among those expressing their concern was Kath- 


ryn Wright who owns Wright Farm Produce in 
Tarleton where around 30 Ukrainian workers usu- 
ally come over each Spring. 

She is keeping in touch with them and told the 
BBC: “Some can hear the explosions. Others are 
quite close to the Polish border but they are saying 
that they can’t get there. They are being shot at. 

“They have come part of our team and our family 
and we are concerned for their welfare.” 

St Thomas the Martyr Church in Up Holland Polish 
Community is asking for donations of urgently 
needed items to support those displaced by the 
wat. 

They need sleeping bags, blankets, toiletries, sanit- 
ary products, warm clothing, children clothing and 
toys together with school needs like pens and books.

Borough placed on 
priority list for £75m 
of cultural funding 


WEST Lancashire is among 24 
places in the North West of 
England to be placed on a 


‘priority list’ for cultural 
funding as part of the 
government’s levelling up 
drive. 


The announcement last week 
comes as the Culture Secretary 
said that by 2025 areas outside 
London will benefit from a £75 
million boost in cultural funding. 

Cultural investment outside 
London via the Arts Council is 
expected to rise to almost £250 
million by 2025 — the equivalent 
toa 19% increase by the final year 
of the Spending Review period. 

Arts Council England (ACE), 
which will oversee the distribu- 
tion of the funds, will see its 
overall budget increase over the 
period. 

The government set out a com- 


mitment to raise cultural 
spending significantly outside 
the capital in its ‘Levelling Up 
White Paper’. 

ACE currently spends £21 per 
head in London and an average of 
£6 per head in the rest of Eng- 
land. 

The government say a boost in 
financial support will ensure a 
better distribution of arts fund- 
ing, help level up the country, and 
increase accessibility and oppor- 
tunity in areas which have been 
culturally under-served in years 
gone by. 

Areas in the North West are part 
of more than 100 ‘Levelling Up 
for Culture Places’ which will be 
targeted. 

Organisations old and new will 
be encouraged to bid for fund- 
ing. 

Other local authority areas in 


the North West of England 
included on the list are Barrow- 
in-Furness, Blackburn with Dar- 
wen, Blackpool, Bolton, Burnley, 
Copeland, Fylde, Halton, 
Hyndburn, Knowsley, Oldham, 
Pendle, Rossendale, Sefton, St. 
Helens, Tameside, Warrington, 
Wigan, Wirral, and Wyre. 

Arts Minister Lord Parkinson of 
Whitley Bay said: “The North 
West is home to a huge number of 
important cultural institutions, 
and it has a long and proud 
artistic heritage. 

“But for too long arts funding 
has been heavily focused on Lon- 
don. 

“The Government is changing 
that so that people across the 
North West of England can bene- 
fit from an even greater array of 
cultural activities on their door- 
step.” 
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Council’s house building 
firm to be closed sparking 
fierce row between parties 


Plans to wind down Tawd 
Valley Developments Ltd 
is slammed by Labour

PLANS to wind down Tawd Valley Devel- 
opments, West Lancashire Borough 
Council’s property development com- 
pany has led to a fierce row between 
political parties. 

Following an independent review of 
Tawd Valley Developments Ltd (TVDL), 
West Lancashire Borough Council passed a 
motion which among other points, stopped 
all TVDL developments outside of the bor- 
ough and all those within the borough that 
are not already in progress. 

Labour’s Adam Yates, the cabinet mem- 
ber for transformation on the council said 
claimd that a “joint Conservative and Our 
West Lancashire decision” had “forced 
through” a motion to close the council’s 
development company. 

He added: “The choice by the Conservat- 
ives and Our West Lancashire to shut down 
Tawd Valley Developments is purely polit- 
ical and will damage the council. 

“Not only is it likely to cost upwards of 
£1.2m to close the company, but this coun- 
cil will also lose all future revenues - 
putting services at risk - and we will be 
heavily criticised by our auditors who will 
undoubtedly consider this decision to close 
TVDL at great cost, a tremendous waste of 
taxpayers’ money. 

“We have just had an external review of 
the company - which the Conservatives 
and OWL requested, at additional expense 
to the council - which raised no concerns 
about excessive risk to the council but did

suggest we review the aims of the company 
to be clear what benefit it brings. 

“But now, having closed our budget gap, 
the Conservatives and OWL have chosen to 
smash a new hole in our finances.” 

Labour Councillor Gareth Dowling, cab- 
inet member for communities posted on 
social media: “West Lancashire Conservat- 
ive and OWL (Our West Lancashire) have 
cancelled council house building projects 
and proposed to spend £200,000 of coun- 
cil tax payments to shut down the house 
building company - the house building 
company that was delivering housing for 
our West Lancashire residents.” 

OWL chief, Adrian Owens, however’ said 
TVDL was “an expensive way to deliver 
much needed houses” and its workings 
were “shrouded in secrecy.” 

He said: “We havent cancelled council 
house building programmes. 

“We approved and supported the build- 
ing of 50 new council houses at Fairlie. It 
was we in OWL who campaigned to get the 
next revival project for Skelmersdale. 
That’s now happening finally with an ini- 
tial £9million project and almost 90 new

council homes to be built. 

“The housing company required 
£400,000 of equity investment every year 
from council taxpayers. 

“It has no decent pipeline of develop- 
ment sites and instead wanted to throw 
out tenants from council garages to demol- 
ish them and build private homes in their 
place. 

“It also recently wanted to build on 
highly valued and scarce public open space 
in Ormskirk. 

“Its an expensive way to deliver much 
needed houses and is shrouded in secrecy. 

“We should build the houses ourselves as 
we always have, by contracting directly 
with a construction company. 

“Our West Lancashire look forward to 
bringing forward and supporting more 
council house building and estate regener- 
ation projects in future years.” 

Cllr David Westley, Conservative leader, 
said: “The Conservatives have led the fight 
against TVDL since it was set up by the rul- 
ing Labour Group in 2018. Our concerns 
have steadily increased with each new 
decision by the Labour administration.”

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County’s 
share of 
council tax 
set to rise 


by 3.99%

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LANCASHIRE County Council has increased its 
share of the overall Council Tax bill by the max- 
imum 3.99%, with two per cent of the increase 
ring-fenced to be spent on adult social care. 

Councillors approved the measures at a meeting 
last week with expenditure including funding 
improvements to roads, libraries, support for older 
people, flood prevention and environmental schemes. 

One of the major announcements is the creation of 
a £5million special investment fund to help Lan- 
cashire ‘level up.’ 

It will build on a £12.8million scheme announced 
last year, with the aim of encouraging economic 
recovery in parts of Lancashire which have been 
hardest hit by the pandemic. 

An additional £2.8million will also be spent on top 
of the usual Highways and Transport budget to tar- 
get road defects, and extra funds to pay for new 
road signs and staff to improve the service while 
£680,000 will be used to pay for more gully crews to 
target drainage work to help prevent flooding. 

Partnership work with district councils is also 
being encouraged, with £470,000 being made 
available to help public areas be improved and 
cleaned up through work such as grass cutting, 
weed spraying and leaf sweeping. 

Culture and sport in the county is set to get a boost 
with £900,000 being made available to support 
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Counts Hall in Preston 


these areas. Of this, £300,000 will be made avail- 
able for new library books, electronic books and 
audiobooks, while £500,000 will be used to match- 
fund local community culture and sport initiatives. 

To support Adult Social Care an extra £500,000 
will be used to increase the reach of the council's 
Reablement Service, which aims to help older 
people stay independent in their own homes, pre- 
vent unnecessary hospital admissions and enable 
timely discharges if someone has been admitted. 

A £100,000 scheme to tackle loneliness and social 
isolation, which has been made worse by the pan- 
demic, is also planned as well as £100,000 funding 
for a new Best Start in Life scheme to help young 
children and their families. 

A total of £400,000 is be used to create an addi- 
tional Special Education Needs and Disability 
(SEND) unit at a mainstream school. 

Additional funds of £100,000 are also being made 
available for help through Emergency Welfare Support. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, leader of 
the County Council, said: “This is a budget which 
sets out how committed we are to the recovery of 
Lancashire and our belief we will build back better. 

“We also recognise that this is a hard time for 
many people, and believe this package of measures 
will help those in need.” 

Latest figures show a financial deficit of £18.8million 
is anticipated to be met from reserves in 2022/23. By 
2024/25 the deficit is expected to be £41.3m. 

The council is forecast to hold £211milion of 
reserves at the end of this financial year.

Revised proposals to 
build houses on site 
of former Martin Inn 


Plans put forward to 
knock down closed 
pub and build six homes

REVISED proposals have been put 
forward to build houses on the 
site of a former pub former pub in 
Burscough. 

Outline planning permission was 
granted in December 2020, to build 
eight homes following the demoli- 
tion of the former Martin Inn on 
Martin Lane. 

Work never started, however, and 
now a new application has been 
submitted for a proposal to build 
two detached dwellings and four 
semi-detached houses following 
the demolition of the pub. 

Include in the application is also a proposal to 
build a stables and a paddock at the site. 

The site is now owned by Jason Hughes, who 
owns Kart World in Burscough, and also a car and 
motorbike retail business. 

Last year he said he wanted to move in one of the 
houses himself. 

He added: “I once owned the pub but sadly the 
new owner was unable to maintain it as a going 
concern and closed it five years ago. 

“He recently applied for, and was granted, plan- 
ning permission to knock it down and build eight 
houses. 

“When I heard that he was retiring and selling off 
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The former Martin Inn in Burscough 


his assets I leapt at the opportunity to buy it back 
knowing that it had already been given the go- 
ahead to change it from commercial to residential 
use. 

“With a great deal of interest in the site I needed 
to act quickly so I would not miss the opportunity.” 

The Martin Inn closed in May 2016. 

In 2002 the owners sold the building to Punch 
Taverns and Countryside Inns after they realised 
the business was not viable as a private concern. 

Since 2002, eight different tenants have all failed 
to run a successful business. 

The Martin Inn was last operated from April 2015 
until May 2016 and despite being run on a zero- 
rent agreement, it was unable to make a profit. 
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MP sponsors 
Parliamentary 
motion to oppose 
incinerator plans 


WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has joined 
forces with neighbouring Knowsley MP Sir George 
Howarth in laying down an Early Day Motion in 
Parliament to oppose plans to build a medical 
waste incinerator in Simonswood. 

As reported in the Champion last week, Culzean 
W2E Ltd based at Simonswood Industrial Park have 
submitted a planning application to Lancashire 
County Council to build a High Temperature Treat- 
ment Facility for the Management of Medical Waste 
at Stopgate Lane, Simonswood. 

Sitting on the border of West Lancashire and 
Knowsley, the impacts on residents is a concern for 
MPs Ms Cooper and George Howarth, and residents 
themselves who live in the vicinity. 

Ms Cooper said: “My West Lancashire constitu- 
ents and residents in nearby Kirkby are rightly 
concerned about the construction of a medical 
waste incinerator on their doorstep. 

“Residents are worried about the impact on their 
health and the possible processing of up to 10 
tonnes of hazardous medical waste per day. 

“Laying down this Early Day Motion in Parlia- 
ment is just one part of the campaign against this 
unwanted and unacceptable proposal. 

“I have written to Lancashire County Council, 
who are responsible for making the decision on this 
application, to make it clear that Iam opposed to 
this plan, and that a large number of my constitu- 
ents are also opposed. 

“I have long supported my constituents who have 
had to endure a range of issues in this area, particu- 
larly the odour problems caused by the Suez 
recycling facility over at the Knowsley Industrial 
Estate, and I will continue to support my constitu- 
ents in this campaign however I can.” 

Oaktree Environmental Ltd, who have been 
engaged to act as consultants for Culzean W2E 
Limited, were contacted for comment.

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Paving stones to be 
protected with special 
markings to help prevent 
thefts from churchyards

STEPS are being taken to help 
prevent the theft of valuable 
Yorkstone paving from church 
yards in the borough. 

There have been three incidents of 
thefts of Yorkstone across West Lan- 
cashire over the last couple of 
months. 

Now West Lancs Neighbourhood 
Policing Team are looking at ways to 
prevent more thefts from happening 
and has sourced protective marking 
equipment to make the stones more 
difficult to sell on. 

Yorkstone is of high value and is in 
demand due to it being aesthetic and 
is commonly used for drives and 
paths, particularly in church 
grounds. 

PC Megan Boon, said: “We want to 
prevent any more heritage crime and 
as such we are working with the reli- 
gious establishments to ask them to 
let us know if they wish to have their 
stones marked and giving advice on 
how to protect their property, but also 
asking the community to be vigilant, 
if they see or hear any suspicious 
activity in the evening and to ring 999 
immediately if you believe a crime is

“Since then, we have sadly seen the continuous 
reduction to the availability of NHS dentists in West 
Lancashire and across the country. 

“We cannot allow NHS dentistry to disappear leav- 
ing everyone having to pay the much higher rate for 
private treatment. 

“The NHS and the Government should not simply 
blame this problem on Covid, we need to speed up 
the dentistry reform that has been promised to 
ensure that everyone that wants to, can access NHS 
dentistry without having to wait months, if not 
years!”

Morgan’s new model 
is bigger and better 


ALL of me is excited about Morgan’s new 
Super 3 - but I suspect it’s my buttocks that 
will benefit the most. 

It’s an all-new, three-wheeled sports car, but 
the thing that intrigues me most about it is that 
its appreciably bigger than the one it replaces. 
Not in a bloated, middle-aged spread sort of 
way, but in that you'll no longer need to be as 
lithe and agile as it is to clamber in with any 
kind of dignity. 

Champion readers with very long memories 
will know that Pm a big fan of the old 
Threewheeler - in every sense of the phrase, 
unfortunately. I loved the howl of its air-cooled 
S&S V-twin engine (which, ironically, is what 
killed the old one off in the first place, as it no 
longer meets emissions regulations) and how, 
with no bonnet to cover it, it might as well 
have been sat in your lap. I was hooked on how 
responsive it was, and how its tiny steering 
wheel would squirm in your hands over the 
adulations of the asphalt. I didn’t even mind 
the pretend bullet holes on the side - but even 
as a slimmer twentysomething squeezing into 
its tiny tub and then having a passenger post 
themselves through the letterbox-esque slot 
that remained was one of my abiding memories 
of it. A bit cramped is putting it lightly. 

But the new Super 3 ist a rethink of a 1920s 
sports car clearly designed with hobbits in mind 
— itis, in fact, the company’s first all-new design 
since the cross-eyed Aero 8 rocked up 22 years 
ago. So while it might look like something that 
a First World War fighter pilot might enjoy, it’s 
bang-up-to-date. The only bit the two cars have 
in common is the transmission - the Mazda 
MX-5’s five-speeder, because as flick-of-the- 
wrist sharp manuals go, it’s still the best “box in 
the business. 

The thing that took me by surprise is that 
the Super 3 isn’t electric, because Morgan 
spent ages teasing us with a zero-emissions 
one-off at motor shows a few years ago before 
quietly dropping the idea. Instead, there's a

1.5-litre Ford Ecoboost petrol engine, this time 
hidden behind an actual bonnet to help with 
aerodynamics and weight distribution. The 
118bhp it kicks out to the single wheel at the 
back might not sound like much, but given it 
weighs half what a new Fiat 500 does, it'll still 
crack 60mph in under seven seconds. However, 
I still reckon that an all-electric version might 
be under wraps at Morgans HQ down in 
Worcestershire, given how much work they've 
already put into the idea. 

While it might look like it’s escaped from a 
grainy black-and-white film of Brooklands 
in the 1920s and have petrol rather than on- 
trend electrics doing the hard work, the rest 
of it’s bang up to date. You certainly didn't get 
digital readouts and USB sockets in the old 
Threewheeler. It's kitted out with a Google- 
based navigation system designed specifically 
for the car and has a mounting specifically 
for your smartphone. The structure is bonded 
aluminium, sculpted using computer-aided 
design. The only thing that I’m not so keen on 
is the price, which at £41,995 is a little larger 
too, but to be fair that’s only a grand or so more 
than the old one, and you get a lot more car for 
your money now. 

On paper at least, the Super 3 should be a 
corker. And I’m looking forward to being able 
to fit properly this time!
